Enitor Staxpauo;—The Dominion Board 
of Trade have held their annual session bere 
since my last communication, and their meet- 
ing embraced on its official programme sev- 
erat subjects in which not only commerc a! 
meno, but the people of Cunada generally 
were interested. Pvlitically, as well as com- 
mercially, meetings such as this are calcu'a ed 
to-do much good. Io a new country formed 
as this is. out of a number of semi-indepen- 
dent States,"Kuowing comparatively littie of 
each other, it is bighly im,ortast tbat the 
leading commercial men trom each ebould 
meet togetber and discuss the wants and feel 
ings of the different communities they rep - 
reseot. The Executive Council of the Board 
in their report stated “it would not become 
the Executive Cotocil of this Board to hazard 
@ statem@ht regarding the influence of the 
proceeditgs upon the Government or Parli ~ 
meat of the Dominion in reference to com- 
mercial legislation.” But the proceedings cf 
the Board must bave an ‘influence in the 
quarters spoken of. It may not always b. 
possible to carry into effect the wishes of the 
mercantile class in their entirety, but any- 
thing they say is entit'ed to be beard with 
respect, and their proceedings must have some 
effec’ upon Government. 

Thirty-five eubjects“were laid before the 
Board beture discu-sion, but these were on 
the first day resolved into twenty two, One 
of them, ‘The Treazy of Wasbington,’’ was 
struck off the :ist, the general feeling of the 
Board being that discussion on the Treaty at 
this stage.of ite b 8 ory would only embarrass 
the Government, wifbeut possibly doing any 
good, and that therefore no expression ot 
opinion should be given until after the full 
statement of the policy of the administration 
had been submitted to Parliament. 

One of the leading subjects discussed was 
‘International Trade, or our trade relations 
with the’ United States.” The Hon. Jobu 
Young, of Montreal, spoke at some length on 
tuis point, advocating Free Trade and the 
bevefits that would arise from a Zullvercin. 
Uther spenkerg hinting that such a course 
wou'd tend to annexation to the United 
States, be r: plied that he bad no fear of such 
an issue; on ‘the contrary he veleved that 
the United States and Great Britwin woula 
unite to Inscre the sec rity of (@ ada. He 
thes moted that “the Council be instructed 
to appuint a delegation to confer with the 
National Board of Trade of the United States 
at Wasvington” on this subject, which was 
carried. 

Mr. Howland, of Toronto, next moved on 
the sameé subject that “the alteration of our 
trade relations with the United States could 
not be entert.ined so fur as the idva of « 
Zollvereja, is concerned; but we would ex 
preéa af the same time our most cordiai 
willingness to negotiate with the Unit a 
States for the purpose of relieving the trude 
between the two countries of all restrictions 
interfering with the legitimate position of 
trade, in so far as may be fouud beneficial to 
the interests of each country.’’ This also, 
after some discussion, was carried. 

A discussion on canal and river improvi- 
ments was exceedingly interesting, but as ut 
more especially concerned tie Lower Provin- 
ces your renders will scarcely care for detuils 
of it. The trade and commerce of Montreal, 
promises an increase in the fature, ever mure 
steady and rapid than it has been in the past. 
The Allan line of steamships are it is under- 
stood to have a vigorous oppositi on; ard 
the comparative monopoly enjoyed by them v1 
the trade with Europe will cesse Probably ov 
diminution of the present business done by the 
Allan line will result(trom the-establis:. went 
ofa fival lice, forthe opening of new tail 
ways, will sonugm ot the trade of Montreal 
that their line can go on ag usual, aod at the 
same time leave the otber lines fuir and pro 
fitable cargoes, The great drawback fis aud 
has beep the St. Lawerence channel between 
Montreal and thesea. The Allans now require 
a channel 25 feet deep to accommodate 
their new steamers if they are to come up to 
Montreal without lightening at Quebec. A 
Montreal meichant lately told bis te.luw cil - 
zens thatthey mast grapple with the diffica - 
ty thenfselves aud puinted to the energy dis- 
played by Glasgow in precisely a similar 
matter, “If,” said be, “the Glasgow mer- 
chants had waited until the Imperial Govern- 
ment bad ceepened the Glyde for them, they 

i would have found theiuselves waiters upon 
Providence in the Parliament lobby.’’. 

The meeting was brought to a close on the 
20th ult. their final act veivg the adoption of 
an addtess to the Queen tendering their con- 
gratulations on the recovery of the Prince of 
Wales, and recording the expression of their 
esteem for Her Majesty’s characier as a Sov- 
ereigo and a matber, and of their attachment 
to herself aud family. 

Judging from the noticesin the Canada 
Gazetie, Parliament will not be deficient in 
applications for Acts of Incorporation Sof 
Railway Companies during the approaching 
session, There are in the last Gazette nine 
applications for new charters, and four others 
for amendments. Among the former are the 
Canada Pacific Railway Company ; Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company ; Company to con~ 
struct from Thunder Bay westward; Inter- 
oceanic Railway Co.; North Westero Rail- 
way Co. of Manitoba; Central Railway Co. 
of Manitoba; Company to construct a rail- 
way from Lake Winnipeg tothe American 
boundary, and another to cons'ruct a line 
from the bonndary to Fort Gurry. If half 
these lines be built in the next ten years, the 
North West will be pretty well girdled. 

The party battle in Ontario continues bot 

and personal ag ever. The Opposition papers 
believe they have found a tremendous breach 
in the walls of the Government, ina its recent- 
ly discovered connection with attempts to in- 
fluence the électora in bebalf of n ministeriai 
candidate, Mr. Dickey, Affidavits have been 
published of men whocharge a Mr. Lewes 
with having promised inthe name of Mr. 
Blake; a remission of public claims upon set- 
tlers lands, in consideration of their support 
during the South Grey contest. The peoples’ 
lands were poor, and it seems they needed re- 
lief, the result being a large mujority for the 
Government favorite. ‘Mr. Lewes, who was 
an employee of the late Guverumeut, denies 
positively that he interviewed Mr. Bia.e on 
the epbject of the election, but says. be called 
upon Mr. McKellar, another minister, who 
informed bim that the present Gove:nm: pn 
would not go back upon the policy ¢f relict 
to the Proton settlers, determined upon by 
the last Government. Mr. Lewes states that 
he told these people this news, and that he 
had a right to work for the existing Ministry, 
The Opposition press rejoin that Mr. McKel. 
lar's department is not the Crown Lands, 
that be bad no business to make any such 
announcement, and that the admission that 
he did. proves Government interference for 
party advantage. The quarrel is a peculiar 
one, the Glode, hitherto S Opposition jour. 
nal, having to defend the Government, which 
it denies ever did what has been imputed to 
it. Meanwhile, the outside world must' see 
that Mr, Blake’s skirts have only been white- 
washed at the expense of Mr. McKellar.

No doubt the resolution was introdaced for 
two purposes; first, in order that Mr Blake 
might appear consistent; second!y, because 
he expected gentlemen on the othr side of 
the Howse to vote against it, and thus to 
enable Lim to get up A popular cry against 
thrm. But they refused to fall into the trap 
set for them, aud thus the principal objet 
whieh actuated him in proposing the resolu- 
tion was not attained. No doubt the mem~ 
‘bers on the Opposition benches would like to 
see any wen punished who set British law at 
defiance, but at the same time regarded this 
resolution as injudicious ;. feeling, however, 
that the principal object of its introduction 
was to make capital against themselves if 
they opposed it, they were justified in sup- 
porting it. Upon Mr. Blake alone will rest 
the responsibility of any bad feeling which 
may arise in consequence of the introduction 
of this resolution. 

Gov, Archibald’s sprech on the opening of 
the second session of the first Parliament of 
Manitoba, is a document full of importance, 
and not.tbe milk and water affair such 
speeches genera!ly are. He says that prepar- 
ations on an extensive scale bave been made 
fora large immigration this summer. ‘No 
part," says he, ‘‘of the British Dominions 
possesses such a field tor immigration as the 
country intervening between the Luke of the 
Woods and the Rocky Mountains.”

Manitoba bids fair to be as complete a litile 
Province in its machivery—legal, judicial, 
and legfslative—as Her Majesty possesses,
